Lowell Baum, executive director of

Stephenson said the tax exemption 
given to state retirement benefits is 
also unfair because “almost all of the 
contributions to the retirement fund 
are paid by taxpayers, not by contri- 
butions from state employees.” 


Baum said the reasoning behind the 


exemption is teacher and public em- 
ployees’ salaries have not been lower 
over the years they worked and they 
are compensated for this at retire- 
ment. 

Cook said the exemption is “the 
kind of mistake that comes from the 
system,” because state employees 
have so much power and frequently 
write legislation. “We have been cry- 
ing about that for years,” he said. 

The original intent of the legislation 
last year was to completely remove 
the exemption from new and existing 
employees, Stephenson said. How- 
ever, he said a compromise allowed 
current employees to keep the ex- 
emption. 

Stephenson said the fight to tax the 
retirement benefits of state and local 
employees “is a stiff battle because 
public employees unions and teachers 
unions are out in full force.” 


Petition filed 
to remove 
food sales tax

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The Tax Limitation Coalition filed a 
petition with the lieutenant governor 
Tuesday to certify an initiative to re- 
move the sales tax on food, said Mer- 
rill Cook. 

Cook said removing the sales tax 
from food “is a $90 million tax cut the 
state can afford.” He said sales tax on 
food is a “regressive tax” that hurts 
the poor the most because a larger 
proportion of their income is used for 
food. The removal of sales tax on food 
is a “tax cut that will go to everybody. 

“Utah definitely needs a tax cut,” 
Cook said. However, he said the Tax 
Limitation Coalition is not going to 
re-fight last year’s battle of the tax 
limitation initiatives on November’s 
ballot.

Gorbachev told Tass a central topic 
of his talks with Castro on Monday 
was the “new thinking” in Soviet for- 
eign policy — an approach that seeks 
to ease world tensions by reducing 
military commitments abroad and ne- 
gotiating settlements of regional dis- 
putes that threaten to bring the su- 
perpowers into conflict. 

Two tenets of Gorbachev’s reform 
policies are demonstrating to the 
West the Soviet Union’s eagerness to 
be a partner in world economic devel- 
opment and dispelling the Kremlin’s 
“enemy image.” 

Gorbachev emphasized in the Tass 
interview that he and Castro spoke 
about the greater understanding be- 
ing shown by the West.

BYU police arrest ex-con 
for concealing ashotgun

A 29-year-old Oregon man has been 
charged and bound over for arraign- 


7 ment in 4th District: Court on third 


degree felony charges stemming from 
an-arrest that occurred at BYU. 

Jeffery Tucker of Portland, Ore:, 
will be arraigned April 14 on charges 
of carrying a concealed and dangerous 
weapon. Bail has been set at $10,000. 

Capt. Wesley Sherwood of the Uni- 
versity Police said two female stu- 
dents notified his office of an individ- 
ual who was acting suspiciously in a 
parking lot west of May Hall, Hela- 
man Halls, at approximately 1 p.m. 
March 20. Two officers, Dave Ben- 
nett and Juri Strong, were dispatched 
to investigate, said Sherwood. 

Bennett said he found the suspect 
in the parking lot east of the Marriott 
Center. He said because the man had 
a beard and long hair, he did not ap- 
pear to bea BYU student. 

He said the suspect was carrying a 
leather jacket under his arm that ap- 
peared to be concealing something. 
Bennett said he asked him if he had 


anything in the jacket. “He replied, 
‘My protection,’ ” said Bennett. 

Bennett said he took the jacket 
from the suspect and found a sawed- 
off shotgun inside. 

Bennett said he arrested Tucker 
and booked him into the Utah County 
Jail. 

» He said-there was no resistance 
from the suspect during the arrest. 

Sherwood said a check of the Na- 
tional Crime Information Center indi- 
cated a warrant had been issued for 
Tucker's: arrest from Multnomah 
County in Oregon on charges of pos- 
session of a firearm by an ex-convict. 
Tucker was on parole at the time, said 
Sherwood. 

Sherwood said the shotgun the sus- 
pect carried was purchased at a local 
pawn shop, which police suspect 
failed to complete the necessary pa- 
perwork at the time the gun was pur- 
chased. 

Bennett said the incident could 
have been much more serious than it 
was. 

“The thing people need to realize is 
that the potential for these kinds of 
situations are just as real at BYU as 
they are anywhere else,” he said.

With only three members of the 
Provo City Council present, no action 
could be taken at a public hearing con- 
cerning the midnight closure of public 
dance halls. 

The hearing took place at the Provo 
Municipal Council meeting. 

Neighbors of Rosewood’s. Ivy 
Tower voiced their complaints about 
the inconveniences that, have oc- 
curred since the reopening of the Ivy 
Tower dance hall. 

Provo resident Phil Marrott, of 500 
W..200'North, said the biggest worry 
of the residents in the area is the num- 
ber of people in the parking lot. 

At the last city council meeting on 
March 28, Mayor Joseph Jenkins, us- 
ing his executive power, gave permis- 
sion for all public dance halls to re- 
main open until 1 a.m. until further 
action could take place concerning the 
matter at Tuesday’s council meeting. 

In attempt to reduce the number of 
people in the parking lot, Rosewood’s 
Ivy Tower does not admit anyone into 
the dance hall after midnight. 

Scott Rosenberg, a partner in the 
Ivy Tower management, said he 
thinks that doing this will give an ex- 
tra hour for patrons to filter out of the 
area. 

Jenny Schneidervin, of 470 W. 200 
North, Provo, addressed the council 
concerning the noise problem around 
the neighborhood.

“We can hear music over our TV set 
and radio in the house,” said 
Schneidervin. 

Marrott suggested that the council 
give the Ivy Tower some more time to 
prove that its system of closing down 
at 1 a.m. can work. 

“This past week it seems to have 
gotten better with it closing at 1a.m., 
but it’s hard to say with only a week,” 
said Marrott. 

Rosewood’s Ivy Tower Dance Club 
is open for. business on a conditional 
permit. 

Leland Gammett, director of com- 
munity development in Provo, ex- 
plained that conditions such as closing. 
at midnight, remaining within capac- 
ity level and having sufficient parking 
space must be met or the permit may 
be revoked. 

Anagene Meecham Cottrell, a 
council member, said the main issue is 
the noise from the dance hall. 

“Whether you close at 10, 11 or 12, 
the bottom line is noise,” said Cot- 
trell. 

She suggested the owners of the 
Ivy Tower work with the residents or 
it will be safe to assume “that (the 
dance club) won’t be in business much 
longer.” 

Councilman Ronald W. Last ar- 
rived after the public hearing began. 

Stan Brown, chairman of the coun- 
cil, asked the Public Safety commit- 
tee to keep working on the issue. The 
council will inform the public when 
further action will take place.

VALDEZ, Alaska — Exxon Valdez Capt. Joseph Hazelwood, who was 
fired and charged with being drunk at the time an oil tanker under his 
- command ran aground, spilling oil into Prince William Sound, made plans to 
' surrender Tuesday to State Police near his hometown of Huntington, N.Y., 
said Trooper Craig Rubio. 
__ Hazelwood, 42, is accused of misdemeanor charges of operating the ship 
while under the influence of alcohol, reckless endangerment and negligent 
' discharge of oil. Bond was previously set in Valdez at $50,000. 
The thick oil has spread over 1,640 square miles and soiled 800 miles of 
beach. Thousands of animals are known dead. In Washington, EPA Adminis- 
. trator William Reilly said the spill could put brakes on petroleum exploration. 
_U.S. Sen. Frank Murkowski, a champion of oil exploration in Alaska, asked 
that plans for drilling in Bristol Bay, the state’s richest fishing grounds, be set 
aside until the industry can demonstrate it can respond effectively to spills. 


New arena site to be chosen Thursday 


- SALT LAKE CITY — Selection of a site for a new Utah Jazz arena is 
scheduled for Thursday, but some say the choice already has been made and 
could cost millions of dollars more than taxpayers have been led to believe. 

The Salt Lake Redevelopment Agency, in consultation with Jazz owner 
Larry Miller, is to decide Thursday whether $20 million in tax money will be 
spent to buy land in the downtown area for the arena. 

_ The northern site, called site A, is bordered by South Temple, First South, 
Third West and Fourth West streets. The southern site, or site B, is bordered 
by Third South, Fourth South, West Temple and Second West streets. 

RDA officials have said both locales have an equal chance of becoming a site 
for the new arena. But some developers believe the RDA has already chosen 
site A, which could cost taxpayers $10 million to $20 million more in traffic 
improvements. ee 

e southern site, on the other hand, could withstand increased traffic 
created by a new arena, said George E. Patience, assistant division manager 
for DMJM planners and author of the study, which recommended a southern 
arena site.

~The Orem City Council considered 
changing the mayor’s position from 
part time to full time during its policy- 
making session Tuesday, said Orem’s 
mayor. 


“The things that the current mayor 


is charged to do for the city are very 
time consuming and especially diffi- 
cult for someone who has to earn a 
living also,” said Orem’s mayor, S. 
Blaine Willes. 

“T should have attended a meeting 
yesterday for the city that was signifi- 
cant, but I couldn’t attend .... If I 
were to get to all the things with the 
county ... with the state and so on... 
an extreme amount of time would be 
needed,” said Willes. 

Willes suggested there may be peo- 
ple in the community who could be a 
part-time mayor for the city because 
they are retired or financially self-suf- 
ficient, but he felt a person who had to 
work for a living wouldn’t be able to 
serve the city effectively. 

Council member Norman Wood- 


house said he thought Orem City has 


grown to the point where a full-time 
mayor for the city is a necessity. 
“We're no longer a city with a popula- 
tion of 35,000. We’re a large city of 
nearly 75,000, and that is not a job for 


a part-time mayor. We’re at a point in. 


Orem City where we need to have a 
full-time mayor,” he said. 

“I think the mayor’s position de- 
mands a certain expertise now that 
was not needed in years past,” said 
Council member Joyce Johnson. 


However, Council member Kelvin: 


Clayton objects to changing the 
mayor’s position to full time because 
of the additional costs to.the tax- 
payers and he feels the mayov’s posi- 
tion should remain service oriented.

Berlin said people want to talk to an 
elected official, not an appointed one. 
“People want to talk to the mayor, not 

_the city manager,” he said. 

Clayton said he was afraid a city 
mayor who was paid would be con- 
cerned about getting re-elected and 
would possibly make decisions biased 
on that concern. 

“T would urge you (the city council) 
to make the decision (about changing 
the mayor’s job to full time) quickly,” 

said Willes. “We are at a competitive 
disadvantage with other cities now.”

‘Superpowers’ in more than 40 years 
demonstrates the need for this al- 
liance.” 

“NATO has done the job that it set 
out to do,” said Earl Fry, a BYU po- 
litical science professor. 

According to Fry, if Mikhail Gor- 
bachev continues with perestroika 
(reform) and glasnost (openness), 
NATO may have to change its goals. 

“NATO will have to be united for 
something rather than united against 
something,” he said. 

But even now its work goes beyond 
military deterrence. It also includes 


economic, environmental and social 
organizations. 

According to a 1957 publication on 
NATO by the U.S. Department of 
State, the “real significance (of 
NATO) lies not so much in what the 
member countries have promised to 
do in event of war as in what they are 
actually doing in peacetime to try to 
make sure that a war never occurs.’ 

Inan August 1988 article for NATO 
Review, Manfred Worner, NATO 
secretary general, said, “The alliance 
has symbolized the commitment to 
the fundamental values of democracy,

tween the American Trade Consor- 
tium and the Soviet Foreign Eco- 
nomic Consortium in Moscow will 
allow six major U.S. firms to negoti- 
ate more than 25 individual business 
ventures with the Soviet Union. 

ACT Chairman Robert J. Car- 
bonell said, “Now the general trade 
agreement is a reality.” 

SFEC Chairman Vladimir i 
Drovosekoy said in the statement 
provided by ATC, “The signing of the 
general agreement opens new oppor- 
tunities for SFEC members to en- 
gage in long-term, mutually benefi- 
cial business cooperation with leading 
American corporations.” - 

The ATC member companies are 
Archer Daniels Midland of Decatur, 
Ill.; Chevron Corp. of San Francisco; 
Eastman Kodak Co. of Rochester, 
N.Y.; Johnson & Johnson of New 
Brunswick, N.J.; RJR Nabisco Inc. of 
Atlanta, Ga.; and Mercator Corp. of 
New York. 

Drovosekov said, “This (the gen- 
eral trade agreement) will allow us to 
make an important contribution to 
the process of economic perestroika in 
the Soviet Union and will allow more 
interaction and better understanding 
between the people of the Soviet 
Union and the United States.” 


’ Rinne Heikki, a BYU Marriott 
School of Management professor, 
said, “The agreement will provide 
more interaction trading opportuni- 
ties between the two countries.” 

Heikki, who came back from 
Moscow Saturday, said there are ap- 
proximately 280 joint ventures be- 
tween the Soviet Union and foreign 
countries. However, only 10 of 280 
are currently functioning because for- 
eign companies cannot take rubles 
and Soviet goods out of the Soviet 
Union, he said. 

According to ATC President James 
H. Giffen, many difficult issues such 
as mechanisms for repatriation of 
profits and investments have been 
solved. He said the six U.S. firms can 
take any profits in hard cash — dol- 
lars, West German marks or other 
Western.currencies. 

“It is a significant improvement” to 
make the new U.S.-Soviet joint ven- 
ture a profitable success, Heikki said. 

According to Susan Byrd, vice 
president of Mercator Corp. the six 
U.S. companies will invest $5 billion 
to $10 billion ‘in joint ventures, and 
the investments will be spread over 
15 to 20 years. 

She said it is immature to mention 
when joint ventures will begin. 

A spokesperson of RJR Nabisco 
Ine. said the company plans to be- 
come actively involved in the produc- 
tion of tobacco, cracker and biscuit

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Honor code not enforced strictly at BYU

The 55 MPH speed limit is one of 
the greatest disasters in U.S. history. 
Originally designed to cut fuel con- 
sumption in the mid-seventies, this 
law became universally ignored be- 
cause it never was enforced. While it 
has failed to slow down traffic on the 
freeways, it has made some rather 
dangerous and dubious attitudes pop- 
ular. Thanks to this law, and its non- 
existent enforcement, it is becoming 
acceptable to ignore inconvenient 
laws and most now consider speeding 
only a crime when you get caught. 

By refusing to enforce this speed 
limit, the government has lost some 
ability to enforce any speed limit. In 
fact, when the pover inca recently 
raised the actual speed on most roads 
to 65 MPH, all it did was raise the 
speed limit on some roads from 65 to 
70. Right now, only a change in the 
law, and prosecution of speeders can 
win back credibility and authority. 


I can see some of the lessons of the 
speed limit coming back to haunt 
BYU. The honor code is not enforced, 
and the results may be harmful. 

Our Honor Code is being ignored on 
a daily basis. Women wear mini skirts 
as long as the weather permits, and 
men come to classes without socks all 
the time (these may seem silly exam- 
ples, but they are in the Code). Re- 
cently,in the Daily Universe, a stu- 
dent admitted to “flipping off’ 
someone, and no one seemed to notice 
this flagrant violation of the Code. 
Has anyone ever seen a teacher ask a 
student to leave because of an Honor 
Code violation? Even the most bla- 
oe ee vf the, Code are be- 

gingly (and perhaps patroniz- 
ingly) tolerated — but still tolerated. 

e Cougarettes and the cheer- 
leaders have to be the worst offenders 
on campus. What would Brigham 
Young think of their skin-tight cos- 
tumes and lewd gestures? Such cos- 
tumes and gestures seem to be al- 
lowed only to prove that BYU 
students can be as tacky as students 
at any “gentile” university. True, 
other universities have scantily-clad 
cheerleaders, but they don’t share the 
standards we are supposed to have. 


The Honor Code should help stu- 
dents learn responsibility, teach them 
the value of their word and, most 
importantly, invite the Holy Ghost to 
accompany us at BYU, But since the 
administration has decided not to en- 
force the Code, it teaches students 
that their word means nothing, that 
lying is okay, and that honor is a dead 
ore 
Although they may not realize it, 
the administration is making many of 
the same mistakes with the Code that 
the government has made with the 
speed limit. Everyone agrees that the 

ode is a good idea, but no one wants 
to do the dirty work of enforcing it. 
Instead of improving students, the 
Code is allowed to be ignored. In 
some instances, the administration 
even sanctions breaking its own 
standards. This is hypocrisy — either 
the administration supports the 
Code, or it should stop pretending to. 
It can’t have it both ways. And if the 
administration doesn’t decide to en- 
force pometniis soo it won’t be able 
to enforce anything. Any Code it en- 
acts will be ignored until it will have 
lost all credibility with the students. 
Students will push each new Code to 
its limits and the administration will

The class struggle in El Salvador 
has been going on for centuries. After 
obtaining its independence from 
Spain in 1821, El Salvador found itself 
involved in a series of internal fights 

_ —not between the poor and the rich, 
but between the elite Liberal and 
Conservative classes which disputed 
the old Spanish monopolies. This class 
disequilibrium has been constant 
since the Spanish conquest. 

The Salvadoran Communist Party 
was formed in the early thirties, and 
launched its first uprising in 1982. 
The Communists brutally killed any- 
body opposing their revolt, and the 


Salvadoran army responded in kind 
by totally liquidating the Communist 
forces. It was not until the early sev- 
enties, however, that the class dise- 
quilibrium again became intolerable, 
and set the stage for “Protracted 
Warfare.” 

The first theories on “protracted 
warfare” were articulated by Mao Tse 
Tung during the Communist uprising 
in China. The modern Salvadoran 
revolutionaries quickly adopted many 
of the tactics related to Mao’s theo- 
ries. Protracted warfare proposes a 
long period of guerrilla fighting 
where the government forces waste 
their resources fighting an elusive en- 
emy. The guerrillas must exploit the 
mistakes and weaknesses of the gov- 
ernment and win the help of the peas- 
antry and the proletariat classes, 
which are the source of their re- 
sources. 

The first phase of the revolutionary 
war in El Salvador took place in the 
late sixties, and it consisted in orga- 
nizing the most basic and essential 
element of the revolution, the “Cell.” 
Taken from the biological meaning of 
a cell, this unit is a close nucleus of 
people, probably no larger than ten 
individuals, who work as a team. The 
cells were organized by small groups 


of individuals unhappy with the es- 
tablished political structure of Sal- 
vadoran society. Thus “The Group,” 
and later the “Peoples Revolutionary 
Army” (ERP) were organized. Some 
of the individual founders of these 
cells had been trained and financed by 
foreign countries— Cuba and the So- 
viet Union— or by their own wealthy 
families. The Salvadoran Communist 
Party was still alive, but it remained 
inactive given the government perse- 
cution. 

Although “The Group” quickly dis- 
integrated the ERP remained. In or- 
der to expand or “reproduce,” the cell 
made public its existence and its pur- 
poses. It also showed its commitment 
through militant activities. Terrorist 
activities had the objective of obtain- 
ing war material, as well as funds and 
bringing public attention to the cell. 
The initial terrorist acts were selec- 
tive attacks against National Guards- 
men, who had static security duties 
throughout E] Salvador. 

Infiltration of labor, student, 
teacher, social and religious organiza- 
tions became a vital part of the cell 
since it had to “feed” from them. 
These organizations eventually pro- 
vided recruits and political support 
for the cell. Eventually the cell “re- 


constantly have to lower its stan- 
dards, until BYU is no different than 
most universities, and may beworse. 
Until now, the administration has 
escaped its responsibility to enforce 
the Code by saying that doing so 
would infringe on free agency en- 
tirely. Agency is a matter of choices 
and consequences, not a childish 
dream of doing whatever we want. 
You can makea choice, but you can’t 
choose its consequences. The conse- 
quence of ignoring the Code is sup- 
posed to be dismissal from BYU, and 
the administration does no one favors 
by protecting students from the con- 
sequences of their own choices. Stu- 
dents have agreed to live by the Code 
while at BYU, and are very much at 
odds with the teachings of the Church 
— principles whose impact may be 
eternal — when they are in violation. 
But it is not too late. Most students 
try to live by the Code, although it is 
becoming more difficult. Now is the 
time for action. The administration 
must either enforce the Code or agree 
on some minimum that it is willing to 
enforce. Then it may yet avoid send- 
ing our Honor Code down the path 
scouted by the ill-fated 55 MPH speed

produced” under other ideologies or 
simply expanded to form sub-cells. 
Internal fighting divided the ERP 
into other groups such as the Popular 
Liberation Front (FPL) and the 
Armed National Revolutionary Front 
(FARN). 

Once near-total control of the pop- 
ular organizations had been achieved, 
the “masses” were called to demon- 
strate their opposition to the military 
regime then in existence in El Sal- 
vador. Public disorders provoked the 
brutal reaction of the government to 
suppress such popular organizations. 

The disorders and riots produced in 
the late seventies brought down the 
military regime. Whenever the disor- 
ders were repressed, the cells 
claimed that the government was the 
enemy of the people; whenever the 
government ignored such disorders 
the cells brought chaos to Salvadoran 
society and criticized the government 
for its inability to rule. The crisis cul- 
minated with a military coup in Octo- 
ber 1979 which ended the dictator- 


ship, but it didn’t stop the 
revolutionaries.

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When I came to BYU in 1977, a 
former colleague from Stanford and 
others phoned to commiserate: “How 
could you give up your cherished free- 
dom to write and teach as you want?” 

I responded, “I’ll be more free than 
I was at the University of Utah or 
Stanford or could be at any other uni- 
versity, because I can write about and 
teach the literature of my own people 
and faith and can teach all literature 
in terms of its religious and ethical 
values and in relation to my own Mor- 
mon faith. That is, I believe, the best 
way to teach anywhere — but a way I 
can teach only at BYU.” 

I have found at BYU that unique 
freedom to write and teach in ways 
that combine my faith and my profes- 
sional training. But recently a chill 
has come over my heart, and my 
friends’ warnings have begun to 
haunt me. i 

It began when I read in BYU’s Ac- 
creditation Report of 1986 that “ad- 
ministrators are advised not to pub- 
lish in Dialogue, A Journal of 
Mormon Thought, or to participate in 
Sunstone’s symposia” and learned 
this was a BYU decision, not man- 
dated from above. The chill deepened 
when I observed the requests of some 
creative, devoted students to dis- 
tribute the Student Review on cam- 
pus turned down despite their reason- 
ably responsible publication of that 
independent newspaper over a three- 
year period. 

Why the chill? Why should these 
things matter in comparison to the 
enormous freedoms I enjoy at BYU? 
Some reasons are personal. I was a 
founding editor of Dialogue and have 
given much to establish and maintain 
it as a contribution to building the 
Kingdom of God. I have known and 
loved each of its succeeding editors as 
good Christians and faithful Saints 
and have seen them, despite some 
mistakes and low points, maintain 
that founding vision and regularly 
publish fine Mormon thought, litera- 


* ture and art and build faith in people 


who had not been reached by other 
means. It hurts me deeply to have 
that journal singled out, named and 
advised against, as if in some way the 
publication is most dangerous, most 
potentially inimical, to the interests 
of BYU. By implication it is more dan- 
gerous than all other publications that 
deal independently with Mormonism, 
including non-Mormon publications 
with openly anti-Mormon content and 
purposes, dangerous enough to be ex- 
pressly forbidden. That seems to me 
incorrect and improper. 

I’ve been a writer and informal ad- 
visor for the Student Review and am 
now on the new board of trustees de- 
signed to give it ongoing stability and 
institutionalized self-criticism. We 
need, in order to fulfill our fundamen- 
tal educational purposes at BYU, an 
independent voice of student 
thought, investigation and artistic 
expression in addition to what is a 
good in-house journalism workshop at 
the Universe. 

It hurts me to have the Review sin- 
gled out as so dangerous to BYU stu- 
dents or to our image that we can take 
no chance it will be identified with us 
through being distributed in the 
bookstore, where we can buy Elle and 
Self and a host of of other unabashed 
monuments to materialism and sex- 
ism, or even in stands on campus, 
where there are non-Mormon news- 
papers that attack our values, BYU 
and the Church. That seems incorrect 
and improper. 

Since 1986, I have talked with and 
written letters to the appropriate ad- 
ministrators and last year proposed 
this matter as an agenda item for the 
Faculty Advisory Counsel (FAC). I 
have not made any public statements,

Health fair promotes personal fitness

A health fair will be held in the 
Ernest L. Wilkinson Center April 5- 
7, said the director of health promo- 
tion in the physical education sports 
department. 

The fair will be held from 8:30 a.m 
to 4:30 p.m. in the ELWC Stepdown 
Lounge on Wednesday and the East 

























































































Ballroom Lounge on Thursday and 
Friday. The fair is sponsored by the 
P.E. health promotional class and the 
“Y Be Fit” group. Located in 118 RB, 
Y Be Fit is a wellness program that is 
designed to assist people and is open 
to all students, faculty and staff at 
BYU, said Larry Tucker, who 
teaches the health promotional class. 

“What Y Be Fit does is test people 
for various risk factors, including 
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high.cholesterol, high blood pressure, 
high glucose, high stress and many 
others,” Tucker said. “We test every- 
thing that has to do with the physical 
aspect of the body. Our goal is to help 
people identify when they are at high 
risk and help them change until 
they’re not at high risk anymore.” 

This goal is what they want to ac- 
complish at the health fair. The group 
will be testing people for high blood 
pressure and for hypercholes- 
terolemia, which is high serum 
cholesterol, said Tucker. 

There will be people available to 
answer questions and discuss what 


_ steps individuals need to take if they 


are at high risk, he said. 
Tucker feels it is important for peo- 


' ple to be aware of their blood pressure 


and cholesterol level because of the 
increased risk of serious disease if 
they are high. 

These problems are common and 
easily corrected, but people need to 
know if they have them so they can 
correct them. One out of every three 
people in the United States has high 
cholesterol, and one out of every five 
people in the United States has hy- 
pertension, which is abnormally high 
blood pressure. 

People with hypertension have 2.1 
times the increased risk of heart dis- 
ease than the average person, he said. 

Dr. Glenn M. Friedman, president 
of Health Advancement Services in 
Tempe, Ariz., said it is extremely im- 
portant for people to get their blood 
pressure and cholesterol level 
checked because they are associated 
with the major cause of death and 
disability in this country. 

He said that cardiovascular disease 
is the No. 1 killer in the country. 

“T feel everyone should know what. 
their blood pressure and cholesterol 
levels are, and if they are high, should 
take the necessary steps to get it un- 
der control,” said Friedman, a doctor 
of preventive medicine. 

Ronnie Hale, who is taking the 
health promotional class taught by 
Tucker, said the fee for the health fair 
is $5, which is 1/3 to 1/4 of the average 
price for the tests. 

“One day you could drop dead from 
extensive high blood pressure,” said 
Hale, a sophomore from Portland, 
Ore., majoring in fitness and health 
promotion. “Even poor, starving col- 
lege students can afford to be tested.” 

Tucker said that older people or 
those with high, life-threatening risk 
factors should be checked quarterly 
and need to be monitored more 
closely than people who have a lower 
‘risk factor. He also said younger peo- 





ple at less risk should be tested at 
least every other year. 

Friedman said a person’s blood 
pressure should be less than 140- 
over-85, and the lower it is the better. 
He said it is ideal for people’s serum 
cholesterol level to be below 150. 

“When a person’s serum ¢holes- 
terol level is below 150 he is at mini- 
mal risk for cardiovascular disease,” 
he said. 

“The serum cholesterol level can 
get up to 400. The higher your level is, 
the greater risk you have,” he said. 

Friedman feels people in the 
United States are aware of the dan- 
gers of hypertension and high choles- 
terol, but they are not taking the nec- 
essary steps to improve their 
lifestyle. 

“Tt’s like obesity,” said Friedman. 
“People have the knowledge that be-

ing obese can endanger their health, 
they just don’t have the desire to do 
anything about it.” 

Friedman said people need to take 
steps to improve their blood pressure 
and cholesterol level on their own. 
“The major gain in improving people’s 
health is what they can do for them- 
selves,” said Friedman. 

Tucker said this is the second 
semester that the health fair has been 
held and plans on holding the fair each 
fall and winter semester from now on. 

He said the main purpose of the 
health fair is to help people become 
more aware of the health risks and to 
educate them regarding a healthy 
lifestyle. 

“We want to help people find out if 
they are at risk. It’s hard to battle 
something when you don’t know you 
have it,” said Tucker.

soon as he saw it, he calmly said, ‘I 
took out too much fat.’” 

The surgeon told her the condition 
eventually would correct itself, but 
instead it got worse, she said. 

She went to several other sur- 
geons, including one who told her 
three more operations, costing 
$25,000, would still give her only a 
50-50 chance of recovery. 

“There were days,” she testified, 
“when I thought about getting in my 
car and saying ‘Goodbye, world.’” 

Brown said the leg is almost back to 
normal in the wake of restorative 
surgery, for which she still owes med- 
ical bills. Unlike Palso, she has yet to 
collect any legal damages from her 
surgeon, who has since been arrested 
on unrelated charges. Palso won an 
out-of-court settlement, and the sur- 
geon’s license was revoked by Califor- 
nia authorities after 4 1/2 years of pro- 
ceedings. 

The subcommittee earlier issued a 
six-month study, which found that 
cosmetic surgery is often performed 
by unqualified doctors in under- 
equipped facilities. An estimated 3 
million cosmetic operations are per- 
formed each year, with 95 percent of 
them in doctors’ offices where crucial 
emergency equipment is often lack- 
ing, according to Rep. Ron Wyden of 
Oregon, chairman of the House panel. 

But Richard T. Caleel, president of 
the American Academy of Cosmetic 
Surgery, argued against any effort to 
narrow the practice to any particular 
group of specialists, or to any particu- 
lar facilities.
